used to saturate tho soda, and by this moans 
all the refuse Is used.

Tenement House Life. 


The population of New York city is now 


over 1,6(10,000. Of this great mass of peo- 
ple nearly 1,100,000 live in tenement 
houses. A tenement house is classed as one 
that con tains over twenty inhabitants. Of 
the 400,000 who live outside the tenement 
houses, by far the larger part live In 
boarding houses and in tho high class 
flats and apartments that are not classed 
with thn tenement houses. Subtracting 
these, there remains only a very small 
number of families indeed who occupy 
a house to themselves. Bents and real 
estate are so high one must bo almost a 
millionaire to have a whole house. 


In tho tenement buildings dens have 


been found in which human beings live 


true of the Italian quarter. In several 
of the streets of the east side of the city 
it is literally and absolutely impossible 
to pass along the sidewalks early in the 
summer evening without pushing chil- 
dren and women aside. Human beings 
aro packed together even on the side- 
walks. A reeking smell strikes the nos- 
trils as one passes tho corners of these 
streets. 


As Now York city is already, so the 


other large cities of the Union are be- 
coming with respect to tho tenement 
system. Murder, death, crime, suicide 
and pestilence have their feeding ground 
and breeding places here. Not a day 
passes but some desperate deed is record- 
ed. Even in several of the smaller cit- 
ies it IB dangerous to pass along certain 
streets in the evening unaccompanied by 
b policeman. These streets are always 
the ones on which the pestilential tene- 
ment bouse is situated. If the railway 
companies and philanthropists could 
ouiy no vise some pion ol thinning out 
these soothing masses of humanity and 
breaking up the hotbeds of crime, what 
a blessing to civilization It would be.

States. It will be called the University 
of Washington. The ancient Catholic 
college at Georgetown will be supple- 
mented by a course of higher studies, 
particularly in theology and kindrec 
topics. 


The new university will be open to 


students next November. 
The arch- 


bishop of Baltimore will be ex-officio 
chancellor. Students who have finished 
the course of instruction In other Catho- 


lic colleges in good standing in the coun- 
try will bo ixjrmitted to enter the insti- 
tution at Washington without examina- 
tion. 


Bishop Kcano U rector of the new uni- 


versity. A spacious building for its ac- 
commodation ia now nearly completed. 
Bishop Keane made a careful inspection 
of tho universities of Europe, getting 
ideas for the American one. It is his 
judgment that tho German rattier than 
tho English model for a great seat of 
learning should be followed. The Ger- 
man model embraces tho gymnasium 
and tho school. 


There will be special departments for 


professional careers, and it will be per- 
mitted to take up a particular study and 
pursue it. But, especially, there will be 
afforded to the priesthood, young and 
old, opportunity for a wide post-graduate 
course. The fosterers of the university 
wish to aid in giving to the world dis- 
tinguished American scholars, by offer- 
ing a field of "deeper study, of broader, 
higher learning."

Washington C. H., in Ohio, lives Mar- 
garet Arnold, a woman 113 years old.

A Bismarck Ian Measure. 


Mention has been made of Bismarck's 


favorite plan for abolishing pauperism1 
in the German empire. The plan is 
downright state socialism, pure and sim- 
ple. It originates with Bismarck him- 
self, however, and not witli some poor, 
half starved, long haired creature, out 
at elbows and hunted of men, and that 
makes all tho difference in tho world. 


Tho chancellor's system for abolishing 


tho poor consists of threo different laws, 
the last of which has passed tho reichs- 
tag. 


In 1883 a law was enacted providing 


for the insurance of tho workingman 
against sickness. During health a small 


sum, 
amounting to li or 2 per cent 


of his wages, is required by law to be 
paid into the sick fund. His employer 
is obliged to pay one-third of the sum. 
During illness the workingman receives 
half pay for a term not exceeding thir- 
teen weeks. If he goes to the hospital 
his family receive half his allowance. 


The next step on the road to state so- 


cialism was an accident insurance law, 
enacted in 1884. Its operation extends 
to sailors, tillers of the soil and to work- 
men in the building trades. Employers 
must pay all of the guarantee fund in 
accident insurance. The workman who 
is entirely disabled by accident receives 
as a pension two-thirds of his regular 
pay and a proportional sum for partial 
disablement. If he is killed his widow 
receives as pension 20 per cent, of his 
wages and each child 15 per cent., up to 
60 per cent., which is the limit. A man's 
fellow workmen are the jury to pass on 
the amount of injury ho has received. 
It will have a tendency to make employ- 
ers careful of those in their hire. 


The third and last law is the old age 


insurance act. It goes into operation in 
1891. Under its provisions all Germans, 
male and female, above 10 years old, 
who work for wages, must pay regular- 
ly into a state insurance fund to take 
care of them when they are too old to 
labor or become invalid. Employers pay 
half the sum required for this fund and 
employes half. The payments are very 
small, being from S to 71 cents a week. 
From these insignificant Bums will be 
secured pensions ranging from $15 to $91. 
The etate adds in each case $10 a year to 
the pension. The government pays the 
insurance of men while they are in mili- 
tary service. 


In a free republic, where working peo- 


ple get good wages, why can they not do 
for themselves what Bismarck and the 
government are doing for the laboring 
classes in Germany?

First let there be 
free trade between the United States and 
Canada. Then let these two countries 
take Great Britain into the alliance. 
Then it would be the Anglo-Saxon 
against the world.

It Is clearly evident that national sentiment U 


opposed to the naturalization of foreigners by the 
loose and speedy methods which now prevail. It 
Is the firm conviction of the people of the Union 
that a long term of residence in this country must 
be required before the alien born con bo fully 
clothed with the garb of American citizenship.

Members take a pledge 
to attend prayer meeting every wecls 
and take some part in it, praying or 
speaking. They also pledge themselves 
to daily prayer, Bible reading and Chris- 
tian life. Tho movement U said to be 
filling the churches with enthusiasm. 


Peace, Troubled Souls! 


To the live citizen in the actual swirl 


of life, nothing is more amusing than 
the doleful, pessimistic lucubrations of 
college professors and presidents who sit 
in their easy chairs in shaded scholastic 
bowers and know about as much as a 
kitten of the real, throbbing world about 
them. A college president knows per- 
haps how to disciplino giddy young men, 
though he is not always successful in 
that, and a college professor knows about 
Greek roots and Euclid. But when they 
come up smiling every summer and tell 
ns regularly that the world is going to 
the dogs, we beg to submit respectfully 
that they don't know anything about it. 
Students under them catch their cue, 
and orate in the same dismal tones. 
Now, we are not going to ruin. There 
are statesmen also in these days. And 
there are as many honest, unselfish, 
kindly people as there ever were. 


A Worthy American Work. 


The first three numbers have appeared 


of the new "Century Dictionary, an En- 
cyclopedic Lexicon of the English Lan- 
guage." This magnificent work has been 
in progress a number of years. No one 
person could make a dictionary in our 
time. The learning required would be 
too vast to be attained in one life, such 
is the differentiation of knowledge in 
our age. The work of preparing the 
words in the Century Dictionary has 
been given out to experts in all the spe- 
cial departments, as law, theology, etc. 
The scientific terms have been put into 
the hands of Professor Elliott Cones, of 
Washington. The principal editor is 
Professor William Dwight Whitney. 


The most important feature of these 


volumes is that they will be not only a 
mere dictionary defining terms, but an 
encyclopedia describing and explaining 
etymologically, historically and other- 
wise. 


There are are now in the English lan- 


guage 800,000 words. It grows at the 
rate of several thousand a year. Cer- 
tainly the person does not live who 
knows the meaning of all the words in 
the English language. 
Besides new 


words, new meaning* and changed 
meanings are continually being added 
to the same word. 
Take the word 


"cable." Webster or Worcester would 
not have known what was meant if one 
had spoken to them of a submarine cable 
or a cablegram, or of cabling a message. 
Simply the application of electricity to 
the industries, and that chiefly in the 
last twenty years, has added several 
chapters to encyclopedic lexicography. 


It is matter of pride and pleasure to 


Americans that we have in our own 
country the necessary ability and schol- 
arship to carry through to the end a 
work of such importance as the Century 
Dictionary.

PHANTOMS OF FLEDRY. 


It win toward the end of August when 1 


paid my first visit to the old Chateau do 
Floury.

Tim T.niiln Uacket. 


Ash 
IH tho raw material of the tennis 


racket 
When the tree is cut down it is split 


Into strips sixty-six inches in length. These 
are placed In a stemming box for a few hours, 
when they become nipple enough to be bent 
Into shape round a block. In this position 
they are cramped and left for twenty-four 
hours to cool and dry. After being taken off 
the block they are fastened In a way which 
preserves the shape, and left to season. 
When the manufacturing process Is resumed 
the "center," which is of walnut, is fitted In, 
a slip of wood Is put up the middle of the 
handle and a piece of baywood or cedar is 
fixed on each side. Having been loft over 
night to set, the handle is then shaped up. 
Tho holes ore next bored in the frame, and, 
the whole being rounded and smoothed off, 
oil is rubbed in to prepare for the polishing. 
The gut Is then strong, and this Is done with 
great care, each strand being tightened up 
until It rings like the string of a musical in- 
strument. 


The racket generally used is perfectly 


straight in the sides, but a slight lob on the 
under side has been introduced by the Slazen- 
gors under the direction of some of tho lead- 
ing players. For playing downwards it is 
considered to have advantages in the hands 
of experts, giving it great driving power. 
Tho "demon" racket which has figured in the 
law courts has a groove running lengthwise 
on each side of the handle and one crosswise 
near the tip to enable the fingers to grip more 
firmly. Most handles are, however, perfectly 
smooth. In weight they run from thirteen 
to fifteen ounces, and in price the best rackets 
range from a guinea to twenty-five shillings, 
while a good, ordinary one con be bought for 
half a guinea to fifteen shillings. The frame 
of a desirable racket should be free from 
flaws and have a straight grain, the gut 
should bo tightly strung and yet have a good 
deal of elasticity, and the finish generally 
should be good. When out of play, and in 
the winter season especially, a racket is apt 
to warp unless fixed in a "press," of which 
there are various kinds.—Pall Mall Budget

A DISEtuted Tlilef. 


Among curious recoveries are many la-

Stanford Ainsworth, a descendant of ono of 
the Oregon Ainsworths of the Nineteenth 
•century, delivered his address: "Science is 
endless," he said; "the race goes on, ever im- 
proving. Those were foolish fears of the 
;men of the dark ages, now almost prehistoric, 
.when this state was founded, this institution 
[established. The social order has changed. 
;What they called revolution, and vainly 
fought, has proved evolution. 
We have 


jcome together, on this twelve hundredth an- 
iniversary, under these ancient stone arches, 
less to celebrate the past than to plan for 
the new conquests of nature. 
Whispers have 


gone forth to the world that in our chemical 
laboratory strange discoveries have been 
jnade. These discoveries we give to you to- 
Vlay, whether for human happiness or human 
misery will depend upon yourselves." 


i The audience listened with some bewilder- 
ment. In that great hall, with its arches of 
weather beaten stone, moro than 40,000 peo- 
ple were assembled, but delicate electrical 
machinery mada the speaker's voice audiblo 
and the speaker's face clearly visible to every 
one in tho building, and even to the thou- 
sands who sat beneath tho stately oaks outside. 


What was this new discovery! Would it 


make life better worth living? Would it give 
a man longer life? At least it was evident 
that the discovery was ono of thrilling im- 
portance in tho mind of tho president. He 
spoke with tho utmost earnestness "For 
more than 100 years this university has held 
as a sacred trust a group of scientific discov- 
eries mode by ono of its students. He wrote 
his formulas down and sealed thorn for this 
twelve hundredth anniversary. Three days 
before its celebration the faculty of this uni- 
versity was to assemble, break tho seals, test 
the formulas and decide whether to reveal 
the secrets or to destroy them forever. We 
met; we have decided; we create a new pro- 
fessorship, moro important, perhaps, than 
any other in existence on the face of the 
earth. We have chosen a lineal descendant 
,of the discoverer of this group of secrets, Pro- 
fessor Lemuel Jones Carey, and, going back 
to one of the almost forgotten writers of the 
Nineteenth century, wo namo his chair the 
chair of 'The Ethics of Dust.'" 


A rippla of half annoyed amusement ran 


over the audience. Was that all? Only an- 
other of those interminable modern subdivis- 
ions of biology, or psychology, or both! 
1 But the president went on: "Professor 
Carey was on the right track when this -veut 
occurred. It is remarkable that all his in- 
vestigations have fitted him to utilize and de- 
velop this group of new facts. Without him 
tho Ethics of Dust would have had to wait 
fifty years for an interpreter. 
With him 


you can catch a glimpse of its scope today. It 
is nothing that you imagine. It is not Ions 
life; it is not money, or happiness, except in- 
cidentally. But, perhaps, it means all the 
things which any of you, or all of you, have 
ever dreamed about" And the president sat 
down. Tho wall at the back of the stage 
opened and revealed a laboratory, strange 
even to the eyes of chemists there. 
Professor 


Corey came f oward, and set a curious micro- 
scope on the stand. Then he looked over the 
audience and spoke of the great subject. 
, "What we have done is to conquer the ul- 
timate atom, and discover whether it is 
'healthy or not 
If it is diseased, it wui pro- 


duce disease—mental, moral or physical, as 
the case may be. Every oue of us has dis- 
eased atoms in his system. That is what 
makes us die too soon; sometimes that is 
^hat makes us do wrong. 
When wo find the 


diseased atom, we cannot destroy it. Noth- 
'ingcan. But we can now isolate it so that it 
can do no harm—at least, not for ages to 
come, perhaps never again. We can force 
each atom—each dust mote which floats 
•about the world—to tell its story; can dis- 
cover where it has been, and what it has 
done, and whether it is helpful or hurtful. 
ISince the number of atoms in the atmosphere 
'of the earth is now definitely ascertained, it 
only remains for the human race to isolate 
from further evil the diseased atoms as fast 
as possible. Then, a few centuries from now, 
only healthy atoms will remain. This, aa 1 
need not explain to you, must mean perfect 
health, aud a great many other things which 
the newspapers will tell you about." 
i A great hush fell on the audience, as they 
understood this stupendous claim. Then mur- 
murs and cries began to break forth, as peo- 
ple suddenly spoke to each other, forgetting 
all else in the presence of the fact The ulti- 
mate atom had been conquered. That was 
what science and theology for thousands of 
rears hod said could never be done. Did It 
mean wiping out the secret sins, taking away 
the daily temptation from each one? A wo- 
man, rich, beautiful, fashionable, rose in the 
audience aud reached out her hands to Pro- 
fessor Carey. "Take away my selfishness!" 
she cried. A mail in the prime of life, 
'famous over the continent, rose and called 
with deep voice of passion. "Take away that 
which once made me false to my oath I" The 
professor reached his hands out, aud said in a 
tone which stilled the tempest:

The man and the woman sank back in their 


places and a great pent up sigh swept over 
the audience, but no one spoke again. 


The professor went on: "All things tell 


their secrets at lost. Every mote of dust bos 
Its story, from the pollen dust of the wild 
rose ou the slopes of Chimborazo to the star 
dust left but yesterday io our atmosphere 
by the great comet Hierophanta. Here, in 
this room, there is dust from the rnins of an- 
cient London, earthquake-swallowed five cen- 
turies ago. Out of the caves of the giant 
cave bear of Europe, out of the castles of 
robber barons on the Rhine, out of the 
depths of the ocean and the heart of the 
earth, these dust motes come in our midst, 
after myriad wanderings, and our science can 
now reveal the story of each one of them all." 


The professor bent, and looked through his 


microscope. "There is a flake of dust here," 
he said, "which we will examine. It floated 
on the plate Just now while I was speaking." 
He threw a magnified reflection on a screen, 
till the Sake of dust seemed a hundred feet 
across; he dropped chemicals upon it and

Again the professor spoke: ''It is evil, and 


yet you shall iso it." On tho screen fell the 
reflection of a vast drop of blood, and in the 
heart of tho drop was a picture of strife on a 
desert edge, near a palm by an altar, and a 
clock struck tho centuries backward In tho 
ears of tho audience, till they know that tho 
blood was tho first drop of blood over shod 
in tho world from mau by his fellow man. 


"It is an atom," said tho professor, "that 


makes disease whcrovcr it goes. Now it shall 
wander forth no longer." He put it into one 
of his vials nnd f.-ustened it up. Then ho 
wont on with dust iaot*> after dust moto from 
tho air about him, and showed tho audience 
pictures of tho heart atoms of each, which 
thrilled and convuved cv-ory man and woman 
them 
Tho assembly lnughed and cried. 


They yielded to his mi^My spell; they ac- 
cepted the stupendous set-rot. Tho ultimate 
atom was no moro a profound myslery, but 
a creature to be captured, named, analyzed 
and imprisoned by star eyed science. 


Then tho professor was asked to cast the 


magnified reflection of an atom ou tlio screen 
without first examining it himself. He looked 
at tho audience again with that indescribably 
sad expression. 


"Notyet; perhaps never," hosaid;"Isoo 


moro than I am able to tell you, moro than 
any man, with tho heart of a mau, could do- 
scribe. I read your hearts, I know your 
thoughts, I see the record of your tins as 1 
look upon these atoms which float in your 
atmosphere. Now iny only happiness is that 
each one of tho diseased atoms I can bind, by 
so much I lessen the folly, the falsehood, tho 
evil of all sorts that fills every atmosphere, 
even here, even now. It is our heritage, 
the sad heritage of tho whole human race, 
through ages of wretchedness and crime. 1 
will only show you what you can bear; the 
rest I will carry alone." He closed his labor- 
atory and left tho stage. 


The audience rose with a great sigh and 


went out; some few were rejoicing, but most 
were oppressed with tho vast and mysterious 
forces thus newly given to tho human race. 


Tho professor, wrapped in a profound sad 


ness, sat alone in his study; and here tho 
president of tho university found him some 
hours later, with his head on his desk—dead. 
Ho had written on a piece of paper: 


"After all, I think we were too ambitious. 


The atoms will mako all of us enemies to each 
other. My old heart disease is coming back, 
but to-morrow I shall ask tho faculty to wait 
another fifty years."—Charles Howard Shiun 
in Tho Argonaut.
